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FIRE  WEATHER 


The  1976  fire  season  started 
with  most  areas  in  the  West 
receiving  at  least  their  nor¬ 
mal  amounts  of  spring  precip¬ 
itation.  The  Lake  States 
and  the  Southwest  continued 
warmer  and  drier  than 
usual  with  the  Southeast 
experiencing  a  near  normal 
season.  The  remnants  of  a 
large  tropical  storm  dropped 
up  to  10  inches  of  rain  over 
much  of  southern  California 
in  late  August.  This  storm, 
coupled  with  early  rainfall 
over  northern  California, 
broke  the  severity  of  the 
fire  season  for  Region  5. 

The  drought  severity  index 
maps  show  the  drying  patterns 
that  developed  during  late 
summer  and  early  fall  over 
much  the  West  and  Lake  States. 
This  pattern  continued  to 
intensify  throughout  the  win¬ 
ter  and  into  1977. 
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LARGE  FIRE  OCCURRENCE 


Of  the  48  Class  E  and  larger  fires  that  burned  in  1976,  the  16  listed  below  account¬ 
ed  for  50  percent  of  the  total  area  burned.  Five  of  the  seven  Class  G  fires  were 
adjacent  to  the  drought  area  in  the  Southwest.

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LAND  OWNERSHIP  PROTECTION 


Since,  1970  the  acreage  of  State  and  private  lands  protected  by  the  Forest  Service 
has  decreased  by  8.6  million  acres,  while  the  acreage  of  other  Federal  lands  pro¬ 
tected  has  increased  by  1.1  million  acres.  The  amount  of  National  Forest  land 
protected  by  others  has  increased  1.6  million  acres  resulting  in  a  net  decrease  of 
9.1  million  acres  protected  by  Forest  Service  forces.  The  decrease  in  acreage  pro¬ 
tected  must  be  considered  when  comparing  statistics  in  this  report  to  statistics 
for  prior  years.

ATTAINMENT 

In  1976,  93  percent  of  all  fires  were  controlled  at  10  acres  or  less  in  size  on  200.2 
million  acres  of  Forest  Service  protected  lands.  Less  than  one  percent  burned  300  or 
more  acres  each.  These  accounted  for  approximately  63  percent  of  the  burned  acreage. 

In  the  same  year,  wildland  fires  burned  0.7  acres  for  each  1,000  acres  protected  by  the 
Forest  Service.

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COOPERATION 


Cooperation  between  Forest  Service  units.  States,  and  other  Federal  agencies  con¬ 
tinued  to  receive  emphasis  in  1976  with  principle  efforts  continuing  to  be  direct¬ 
ed  to  the  total  mobility  concept  and  interagency  training. 

A  few  of  the  major  efforts  continued  in  1976  from  previous  years  were: 

— The  Arapaho  and  Roosevelt  National  Forests  coordinated  helicopter 
operations  during  the  Big  Thompson  Canyon  flood  rescue  operation. 
Rescue  workers,  radios,  equipment,  and  other  supplies  were  also 
furnished  during  this  disaster., 

— A  multiagency  fire  prevention  committee  (FS,  NPS,  BIA,  BLM,  and 
New  Mexico  State  Forester)  initiated  common  fire  and  smoking 
restrictions  on  all  lands  in  New  Mexico  during  the  critical  May 
to  July  fire  season.  This  endeavor  is  the  beginning  of  a  large 
Southwest  cooperative  fire  prevention  effort  planned  for  1977. 

--The  Ashley  National  Forest  initiated  a  consolidated  interagency  fire 
cache  at  Vernal,  Utah,  Cooperating  agencies  are  NPS,  BIA,  BLM,  and 
the  State  of  Utah, 

--The  Toiyabe  National  Forest,  for  the  second  season,  utilized  an 
interagency  helitack  crew  from  the  Bridgeport  Ranger  District.  This 
arrangement  seems  to  be  very  satisfactory  for  both  Forest  Service 
and  Bureau  of  Land  Management. 

--Using  the  ’’closest  forces”  concept,  the  State  of  Oregon  took  initial 
action  on  three  National  Forest  fires  and  the  Malheur  National  Forest 
forces  took  initial  action  on  three  State  fires. 

--Region  8  has  worked  out  cooperative  agreements  to  do  prescribed  burn¬ 
ing  at  military  installations  on  a  reimbursable  basis. 
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--Air  tankers  were  used  for  the  first  time  in  Region  9  in  a  joint  coop¬ 
erative  effort --tanker  base  and  mixing  equipment --between  FS,  BIA, 
and  Minnesota  DNR. 

_ For  the  first  time,  western  firefighting  crews  were  brought  to  Region  9 

as  the  worst  fire  year  since  the  1930’s  was  recorded  in  the  Eastern 
Region,
